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Kenworth has a lot of customers in 
the Van Buren Township area and found 
a large parcel of land was available in 
the township, said Bruce Brickman in 
explaining why the national firm chose 
VBT for its new facility. 

At the Oct. 13 meeting of the township 
planning commission, (Commissioner 
Medina Atchinson asked Brickman why 
they chose VBT. 

Brickman, of General Development 
Co., said they also heard that the township 
was easy to work with for business 
development. 

Kenworth wants to construct a 
59,820-square-foot building with related 
site improvements for outdoor vehicle 
sales and vehicle showroom uses with 
accessory vehicle repair and service. 

The 20.0l-acre site is a part of two 
existing parcels on the North I-94 Service 
Drive between Dewitt and Morton Taylor 
roads currently a part of the Budd Farm. 

VBT Treasurer Sharry Budd, who sits 
on the planning commission, asked to be 
excused from the discussion because the 


property involved is property the Budd 
farm runs. The commission voted to excuse 
her. The meeting was by zoom and Budd 
said she was turning off the connection 
until the commission was done with the 
Kenworth item. 

The commission held a public hearing with 
no public comments. After a presentation 
on the project, the commission voted to 
recommend to the township board that 


it grant special land use for the property 
zoned C-2, Extensive Highway Business 
District. 

After a lengthy discussion, the commission 
also voted to grant preliminary site plan 
approval. 

Vidya Krishnan, the township’s chief 
planner and an employee of McKenna, 
said there will need to be a lot split from a 
68-acre parcel. There will be a single curb

cut that is 32’ wide. The township has a 
plan for a future road to go north on the 
east side of the property and then west to 
Belleville Road, with cross access half way 
back on the property. 
A five-foot sidewalk will be built in 
front but there is no sidewalk to the west 
of the property and a country drain there,

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Sumpter Township board votes to demolish entire fairgrounds

The Sumpter Township Board of Trustees 
voted unanimously at its Oct. 12 regular 
zoom meeting to go out for bids for the 
demolition of everything at the fairgrounds. 

The idea was brought up by Trustee Tim 
Rush who said that the bleachers on the 
west side of the fairgrounds are condemned 
and the tower for announcements is unsafe. 

Supervisor Tim Bowman said Chris 
Brinkmeier inspected it and found it in 
really bad shape. 

Trustee Rush said he witnessed two 
people fall through the bleacher at the last 
Sumpter Fest. 

Trustee Don LaPorte said if it is 
condemned, they should have the DPW 
supervisor get three bids. 

“I want to see everything torn down,” 
Rush said. 

“Absolutely. It’s an eyesore at this time,” 
Supervisor Bowman agreed, adding that 
he and his son walked through the site 
recently. 

Trustee Matt Oddy said they had to 
section off a whole part of it at the last 
festival. He said two Sumpter Fests that 
had to be canceled have taken their toll. 

Rush said Parks and Recreation did try 
to get a grant for a new fence. He said the 


late Alan Bates left a significant amount of 
money for a new fence. 
“Just tear it all down,” Rush said. 

Clerk Esther Hurst said the bleachers 
were built in the early “90s and deteriorated 
over the years. 

Rush said it was built of wood and new 
ones should be metal. 

“It'd be better to replace it all,” Rush said, 
recommending to start as soon as possible. 

The proposal was added to the agenda 
as item E at the regular meeting and then 
approved unanimously. 

In other business at the township meeting, 
the board: 

e Approved modifying the deadline for 
new agenda item requests and reports to 4 
p.m. Tuesday, prior to the board meeting 
date. The clerk’s office will adjust this 
timeline by holidays and other scheduling 
conflicts; 

e Approved on a 6-1 vote establish a 
property offering policy and procedure 
with Trustee Peggy Morgan voting no. 
Township attorney Rob Young said the 
staff will put together packages on the first 
two parcels of township land to be offered 
for proposals, their legal descriptions, 
zonings, tax records and all the information 
will be ready for the next meeting; 

e Approved Wayne County Annual 


Permits for 2022, which Clerk Esther Hurst 
said is required every year; 

e Heard Bowman say he has appointed 
John Hennessey as a township hearing 
officer; 

e Approved hiring Carl Piasecki, 23, of 
Wyandotte as a full-time police officer 
contingent on him passing physical and 
psychological examinations and a drug test. 
He graduated in November 2020 from the 
Wayne County Regional Police Academy 
at Schoolcraft College. He graduated, from 
Wyandotte Roosevelt High School before 
earning an associate’s degree in Criminal 
Justice from Schoolcraft College. He will 
replace Officer Sean Hudson, who plans 
to resign and move out of state once Cpl. 
Colleen Gottschalk returns from medical 
leave near the end of the year. The board 
agreed with Chief Eric Luke to start the 
new officer at the six-month pay scale; 

e Heard Clerk Hurst say she understands 
the museum in Belleville is closing. 
Township Administrator Michelle Cole said 
she called Van Buren Township Supervisor 
Kevin McNamara and he said a permanent 
decision has not been made to close it or 
do upgrades. Cole said McNamara said he 
would notify Sumpter of a meeting on the 
issue. Rush said the township has a lot of 
artifacts at the museum and the township 


can reclaim them. Supervisor Bowman 
said, “I think Sumpter Township artifacts 
should be in Sumpter Township. If they are 
here, they’d have to visit us”; 

e Discussed Trustee Morgan’s request to 
put township meetings on channel 12 again 
so people without computers o T 
smartphones can see them; 

e Discussed Trustee LaPorte’s question 
about when the board will go back to 
meeting in public session. He said he has 
been getting many calls from residents. 
Morgan agreed, saying she’d like to go 
back to public meetings and people could 
wear masks. Clerk Hurst said she thinks 
they decided to the end of the year and 
Oddy asked the records be checked because 
there had been a lot of going public and 
then closing so he’s unsure of what they 
had decided; and 

e Heard Chief Luke say the township 
population is rising by 20-25% because 
of all the new mobile homes being put 
into the Holiday West, Holiday Woods, 
and Rawsonville Woods parks. He said he 
guessed at first that they all would be filled 
in two years, but it looks like it will be 
sooner. Luke said they will have to hold a 
strategic planning session on the numbers. 
LaPorte said the township will have to 
define the needs. 


City Council approves locations for sculptures at Horizon Park

After a lengthy discussion at Monday’s 
in-person/zoom meeting, the Belleville 
City Council agreed to allow placement of 
two more sculptures at Horizon Park. 

At a previous meeting, Councilman 
Ken Voigt had requested placement of 
the sculptures, donated by the Belleville 
Area Council for the Arts, but his selected 
locations were questioned. 

The council agreed to put one of the 
pieces between the gazebo and the 
Veterans’ Memorial and the other on the 
other side of the gazebo at the far end of 
the park. Councilman Voigt did not dispute 
the locations. 

City Manager/Police Chief Dave 
Robinson said that he would go out in the 
morning with some white paint from the 
DPW and mark the two locations with 
numbers 1 and 2 and council members 
could go out and check the locations before 
the cement slabs are put in place. 

Voigt said installation was being paid for 
by the arts council 
One of the two sculptures is the 
Upsidedown Man, donated to the city 
by Justin Juriga and stored in the DPW 
garage for about 10 years. Voigt said Jim 
Chudzinski and his auto shop completely 


redid the artwork that had been damaged in 
the city’s care. 

The other sculpture is of recycled rebar 
and Voigt said it had no name. It was a 
winner at one of the recent art shows and 
purchased by the Council for the Arts from 
artist Tim Elden, who has stored it at his 
home for several years. 

Council members wanted to make sure no 
resident’s view of the lake was obstructed 
by a sculpture. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said he 
has talked to a lot of people who were 
concerned with blocking views of the 
sunset at Horizon Park. He asked what 
will happen if someone donates a third 
sculpture to go up? He said the Horizon 
Park would become a statuary park, not a 
viewing park. 

City Manager Robinson said he researched 
the proposed sites and approved Voigt’s 
locations on the basis of whether its safe to 
be there. He said the council should discuss 
it and guide him in what they want to do. 

“I made a lot of ashtrays in elementary 
school, but I’m not an artsy kind of guy,” 
Robinson said. 

It was noted that the Upsidedown Man 
was considered for Victory Park a decade 
ago and it was decided it was too sharp to 
be where children play and so it was stored. 


“There’s no sharp edges,” Voigt stated. 

Voigt said the placement he selected will 
not block the view of anyone’s house and 
the spots are by the ropes because they are 
iconic structures and people can see them 
from the water and maybe dock to come 
ashore. 

He said the Hands Held High sculpture in 
the park is not blocking anyone’s view and 
people take pictures of it all the time and 
post them on social media. 

Voigt said Fielder’s argument is 
“fallacious” that the Downtown 
Development Authority’s art committee 
should be a part of this discussion. He said 
that committee was to select sculptures that 
are leased. He said the DDA agreed to cut 
the grass and it’s the council’s job to run 


the parks. 
Mayor Kerreen Conley put all the 
arguments together, noting the park 


between the gazebo and the Veterans’ 
Monument has a rose arbor, statues, fish, 
benches and other things, but the area on 
the other side of the gazebo has nothing. 
She proposed one sculpture be placed on 
the far part of the park that has nothing in 
it. 

“You say it’s not sharp,” she said to 
Voigt. “Maybe it’s not sharp. It’s been 
refurbished.” 


She said the city used to have art at the 
Davenport Center. There was a beautiful 
horse there, she said. She suggested they 
look at locations not just on the water for 
future sculptures. 

“They’d be beautiful in other parks,” she 
said. 

The council had not officially accepted 
the wrought iron sculpture and so it was a 
part of the resolution to put the sculptures 
in the park. 

Robinson said he could put together a 
pretty short draft policy for how to handle 
future sculptures that are donated. He said 
he would do so and circulate it to council 
members. 

In other business at Monday’s one-hour- 
and-eight-minute meeting, the council: 

e Approved the marijuana license renewal 
fee resolution as provided for in Section 10, 
subsection 4 of the ordinance. The annual 
fee of each issued Provisional License and 
City Full License has to be set by resolution 
and cannot exceed $5,000 a year. It was set 
for $5,000. It has to be set 90 days before 
and Feb. 1 is the renewal day; 

e Approved the Holiday Wreath Sale 
by Boy Scout Troop #793, who wanted 
it on Dec. 5 from 8 a.m. to 1:30 p.m. at

She said after that 
conversation and a meeting at VBT they 
decided to let people step on the property 
and even go inside the building briefly to 
pick up what they needed for Harvest Fest. 

Councilman Tom Fielder said, for 
those worried about historic items they 
had loaned to the museum, he was told 
the township will have professional 
conservators come in and move things to 
safety before construction begins. Last 
week they began work on the link between 
the museum and the building behind, so it 
doesn’t look like it’s closed forever. VBT 
promised an open meeting on the subject.

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Man behind the annual R. L. Bird ‘Outstanding Music Student’ Award 


For the past 73 years (1948-2021), the R. 
L. Bird Music Award has been given each 
year to the Belleville High School band’s 
“Outstanding Music Student” for their 
exemplary contributions to the band. In 
honor of the 75* anniversary of his passing, 
his youngest daughter, Rosalie Bird- 
Doolittle, decided to do some research and 
create a portrait and history of Rufus Loren 
Bird to present to the Belleville High 
School band (something that would help 
explain the man behind this annual award). 

Rufus L. Bird served as the conductor of 
the Belleville High School band from 1929 
to 1946. He was a man who was dedicated 
to his students and inspired them to musical 
excellence. He was also a family man and 
married Violet Reece in 1921 and they 
had five children, Gerald, Ralph, Carolyn, 
Cyril, and Rosalie. They lived on Sumpter 
road in Belleville. 

He embodied the qualities of persistence 
and perseverance even in the face of 
incredible personal challenges, including 
the loss of his first-born son, Gerald, who 
was killed in WWII in 1944, His strength 
and bravery was a daily example to others. 
He remained faithful to his teaching 
responsibilities. 

Anyone who has been in band, knows 
that the lessons you learn will stay with 
you for the rest of your life. Lessons of 
working together and discipline build the 
person’s strength and character.

band room.

R. L. Bird Music Award 
(This is the information that will be 
displayed in the Belleville High School 
band room.) 


Rufus Loren Bird was born December 
5, 1895, in Mooreland, Indiana. He grew 
up with a genuine appreciation of music 
and learned to play the violin. Over time, 
he became proficient on several different 
instruments to become an effective band 
teacher. His early life included some 
interesting times: 

e He served in WWI in France and 
Germany until June 28, 1919, the end of 
the war. 

e He graduated from Ball State University, 
Muncie, Indiana, in 1929. 


e Mr. Bird taught in small towns in Indiana 
while getting his Bachelor of Arts degree. 

e In 1927 under his leadership, the band 
in Fairmount, Indiana, won the Indiana 
State Championship in the Class B high 
school bands. 

e In 1929 and 1930, Dr. William D. 
Revelli’s band in Hobart, Indiana, also won 
the Indiana State Championship in Class B 
high school bands. 

Upon Mr. Bird’s college graduation, he 
accepted the music position at the Van 
Buren Public Schools and was the band and 
orchestra director from 1929 to 1946. He 
spent his entire teaching career in service 
to the Belleville community. 

The fall of 1929 was the first time that 
band and orchestra were offered as a class, 
five days a week, with full credit granted 
for participation and musicianship. 

From 1930 to 1938, Mr. Bird attended 
nine summer sessions at the University of 
Michigan to complete his master’s degree. 
The first five summers, he was a student of 
Nicholas Falcone at the U of M, who was 
considered one of the finest conductors 
in the country. In 1935 when Dr. Revelli 
came to Michigan, an equally talented 
conductor, Mr. Bird continued his studies. 
Mr. Bird lived eight years with a BA and 
Master’s credentials before his passing on 
August 29, 1946.

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Tragedy struck for a local resident and his teammate early Saturday morning, in a 
skydiving accident in Whiteville, Tennessee, near Memphis. James Wigginton of Van 
Buren Township and Thomas J Noonan, III, were attempting to break Wigginton’s 
Guinness World Record for highest tandem skydive, when Noonan fell unconscious in 
the plane, at an altitude of 41,000 feet, with the door open and the two of them partway 
out. They had switched from the on-board oxygen system to their portable jump oxygen, 
which malfunctioned at that altitude, and Noonan could not be revived. Wigginton said 
that Noonan, 47, was an international legend in the skydiving community, tandem master 
instructor for over 25 years, and longtime teammate of Wigginton and PH de Barre, of 
Coiurcheval, France, who together, set numerous records and extreme skydives around 
the world. Noonan, of New Smryna, FL, is survived by his fiancée Julie Watkins, also of 
New Smyrna, his mother Rita Noonan and his sister Kelly Noonan, both of Boston, 
MA.

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Court Watching: 
Langford bound over 


for safe-breaking, home 
invasion in Belleville

Larry Wayne Langford, Jr., 44, of Detroit 
appeared on Sept. 1 from the Wayne 
County Jail where he is being held on bond 
of $100,000/10% on seven felony charges 
and one misdemeanor having to do with a 
break-in in Belle Villa mobile home park in 
the City of Belleville on Aug. 9. 

Judge Oakley set his live preliminary 
exam for Oct. 6. He said he would leave 
the bond in place because these are “pretty 
serious charges.” On Oct. 6, the exam 
was adjourned until Oct. 13, because the 
Wayne County Jail did not transport him 
to be present because he was on a COVID- 
lockdown floor. 

Defense attorney Kendrick Riggins asked 
for a reduction in bonds, which had been 
set at $50,000/10% and $100,000/10%. 
He said his client has a drug addiction 
and this was a crime of opportunity. He 
said Langford is a tattoo artist and has 
won awards. He has diabetes and there is 
a resurgence of COVID in the jail. He has 
been in jail for three months and he has 
dried out. He asked for personal bond. 

Langford told Judge Oakley that his wife 
is trying to make ends meet and keep the 
house. 

Judge Oakley reduced the bond to 
$50,000 personal on each of the two cases 
with a GPS tether and house arrest. The 
bond was conditioned on having no contact 
with the home invasion site or the owner. 

Langford is charged with safe breaking, 
first-degree home invasion, possessing 
burglar tools, and two counts of stealing a 
financial transaction device on Aug. 9. He 
also is charged with police officer assault 
and escaping lawful custody on Aug. 10. 

On Oct. 13, the date of his preliminary 
exam, Langford waived the exam and 
Judge Oakley bound him over to circuit 
court for an Oct. 20 arraignment on the 
information. 

Assistant Wayne County Prosecutor 
Alexander Kurrie said safe breaking is 
a life offense and normally they would 
hold an exam on the charges, but this was 
superceded by his superiors. He said the 
prosecution has a witness ready to testify. 

Judge Oakley said he thinks this is his 
first safe-breaking case in his 37 years 
in law. He said he was surprised to learn 
being convicted of the charge could bring 
life in prison.
